y o u can imagine that in a great go v ­

ificatio ns, and he has been serv ing 
there fo r y ears. 


He is 011 ano ther impo rtant co m­ 
mittee which to day is perhaps the 
o ne mo st in the public ey e, and that 
is the co mmittee o n Interstate Co m­ 
merce. He was fo rmerly chairman o f 
that co mmittee. I hav e heard the 
criticism made that he left that co m­ 
mittee and went to the o ther. 
He 
wras elected by his fello w senato rs 
and assigned to the co mmittee o n 
Fo reign Relatio ns, but he still re 
tained his membership o n the co m­ 
mittee o f Interstate Co mmerce( is 
still serv ing with it and still co nsid 
ering the measures bro ught befo re it 
He spent nearly all o f his v acatio n 
last summer taking ev idence fro m 
all classes o f peo ple in reference to 
disputed questio ns befo re that co m­ 
mittee. I hav e in my o ffice the re 
po rts o f that testimo ny which make 
a pile almo st as high as this table o f 
printed matter; and hearing what 
peo ple had to say in reference to 
that.

o ne w'ho stands afar o ff and

hesitate and do no t kno w what to 
do . It lias been my fo rtune to be o n 
bo th sides o f the questio n: T hav e 
represented, as an atto rney . 
rail­ 
ro ads, and 1 represent them no w. I 
hav e represented shippers, and I rep­ 
resent them no w. The greater part 
o f my business, 
and the ' greater 
measure o f my inco me, co mes fro m 
shippers, so that I hav e heard their 
sto ry and 1 hav e heard the 
o ther 
sto ry , and I hav e seen the wo rkings 
o f the law 011 bo th sides, and fo r a 
sho rt time I serv ed o n the Interstate 
Co mmerce Co mmissio n, so that I was 
in between bo th factio ns and able 
to v iew the questio n fro m bo th sides; 
and I say to y o u again, It is o ne o f 
the mo st impo rtant questio ns 
with 
which y o ur peo ple hav e ev er had to 
deal. W hat is Senato r Cullo m’s rec­ 
o rd upo n that questio n? 
The rate 
regulatio n o r rate co ntro l mo v ement 
started, as I recall it, in the state o f 
Illino is. Up to so me time in, I think 
18 7 0, railro ads were o rganized un­ 
der special charters. They built their 
ro ads, inv ested their 
capital, co n­ 
tro lled it abso lutely as they saw lit. 
They tho ught they had a right. They 
said we built these ro ads, we hav e 
inv ested all the capital, and o f co urse 
we co ntro l it. 
But an agitatio n started, and start­ 
ed amo ng the farmers o f this state. 
I saw the figures o nly the o ther day . 
At that time co rn was selling. I think 
at sev enteen cents a bushel, and 
the 
freight o n it fro m Chicago to New 
Yo rk was thirty -fiv e cents a bushel. 
Twice mo re than it was wo rth here 
at ho me. Any ho w the agitatio n start­ 
ed here in what we called the F a r­ 
mers’ Alliance, in the farmer mo v e­ 
ment, and it spread all o v er the state 
o f Illino is and became a great illus­ 
tratio n o f public unrest. The Co nsti­ 
tutio nal co nv entio n in 1 8 7 0 
came 
and changed y o ur Co nstitutio n so 
that no mo re special acts to co rpo ra­ 
tio ns sho uld be passed. They all had 
to co me under a general law. Then, 
in 18 7 1 legislatio n started o n that 
impo rtant subject, but the legislature 
was ineffectual. It amo unted to little 
o r no thing. I believ e Go v erno r Pal­

threatened the operators of Ohio. Indi­ 
ana and Illinois — who are standing 
firmly ag ainst the pay ment of any ad­ 
vance—that unless they recede 
from 
their position he will break away from 
their interstate ag reem ent and ntn his 
mines on the advanced scale.

W hether the miners will ag ree

sig n by districts and allow the mines 
of western Pennsy lvania to run, while

that we may elect men from our own 
ranks to make new laws ami adm inis­ 
ter them along the lines hi id down in 
the leg islative demands of the Ameri­ 
can Federation of Labor, and at the 
same time secure an im partial judici­ 
ary that will not g overn us by ar­ 
bitrary injunctions of the courts, nor 
act as the pliant tools of corporate 
wealth.
